India in Commonwealth 
A Triumph for Freedom 


NDIA has raised a brand-new problem in 

that curious, flexrble const:tutional struc- 

ture we used to call the British Common- 
wealth of Nations 


India wants to be known to all the world 


as a free and independent country and to that 
end has decuied to declare herself a republic. 


She wanted to remain a member of the 
Commonwealth, but without peaymg even a 
nommal allegiance to the Crown. 

Indians saw no difficulty about this After 
all, they argue. what does the Crown mean in 
practice? The people rule 

Yet the Crown does mean something. In 
some strange way which even we can't quite 
define or explam, it does bend us together. It's 
the mk that explams the Commonwealth t 
a stranger. We are not a bla ot an allance 
tttamiy not a conglome»ratw: of cs 
were just a group of free nations with this 
sngie common tactor. 4 umon of loyalties 

To bring into this pattern a new clement. 
to base the association on new ground, was 
an Cassy matter 

But despite the difficulties it has been done. 

This is a um@que and remarkable tribute to 
the Commonwealth :tself Here's a great 
country, @ country that was great and he 

vilized when Britons were running about in 
woad, but which was invaded onquered 
and ruled by these ex-hbarbenans for 200 
years. After those two centunes of dom:natoor 


ending m 30 years of bitter political str igg'c 


for se!f government. India parts trom us on such 
gemal terms that her own desire is to remain 
a member of the famuly 

Such a request could not be refused. 

There were more practical reasons, too. Indie's 
northern newhbor is Soviet Russia, with only 
littie Afghansstan between Her eastern neigh 
bor will soon be Sowet China. No tie between 
a free Ince and the free West should be iightly 
cast asule
